REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action Restriction/Election requirement in 
respect to Claims 1-15 and 17-25, which are in the case, claim 16 having been 
canceled. 

The requirement alleges that claims are directed to two distinct species, the first 
species is directed to Figure 2 and the second species is directed to Figure 3. The 
requirement is for applicant to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits. It is recognized that claims 1,19 and 23 are generic. 

In response to this requirement, applicant herewith elects the embodiment of 
Figure 2 and respectfully submits that at least claims 1 to 4, 10 to 14, and 17 to 23 read 
on the embodiment of Figure 2. 

Applicant respectfully submits that no undue burden is placed on Examiner to 
further examine all pending claims, namely, 1-15 and 17-25, particularly in view of the 
earlier substantive Office Action dated January 7, 2005, in which art pertinent to claims 
1-25 was determined, and claims 1-25 were examined under at least 35 USC §112, 
§102 and §103. In addition, a substantive response was made by applicant dated 
March 24, 2005. 

The presently-included listing of all claims shows the claims in their previously- 
amended form where previous deletions and insertions have been omitted, providing a 
current listing of claims in their present condition, with appropriate status identifier in this 
response. Minor changes have been made to enhance clarity of the terms "track B" and 
"direction B". 
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It is respectfully submitted that all claims 1-15 and 17-25 meet all requirements 
for patentability and indication of allowance of same is respectfully requested.
